If such a tidal wave does come, 
{t will almost surely bring Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt into the New 
York governorship; a possibility 
which causes a great many per- 
sons to wince and cry aloud. But, 
say the mugwumps, Tom Dewey 
has been around long enough to 
know that once a tidal wave sets 
in—as it did for Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower in 1952—nothing can stop 
it. He doesn't want to be defeated 
by Franklin D. Roosevelt Jr., 
having lost to the late F.D.R. Sr. 

So, reports have it, he is getting 
out... all because he thinks nice 
guys finish aa 

Dewey was never a “‘nice guy” 
in New York and held on. In his 
two national tries he was nice— 
and lost. 

This may or may not be true. 

But it adds up to a certain 
amount of sense—if pre-election 
guesses ever make sense. 


Dewey, for all his past disas- 
ters, knows politics. He long Has 
headed up a very tough organiza- 
tion and has retained tight con- 
trol of it despite his two national 
disasters, one at the hands of the 
old pro, Franklin Roosevelt Sr., 
and the other from Harry Tru- 
man, when the tough little Mis- 
souri mule astounded the nation 
with his 1948 victory. 

At any rate the word from New 
York is—watch Dewey. If he in- 
sists on retirement it means he 
believes the Republicans are in 
for a smashing defeat because 
they have such a nice» man in 
Washington. His present pause is, 
say New York observers, an op- 
portunity for the President to say 
what he intends to do. To date 
he has said nothing and Dewey, 
who was most responsible for de- 
feating Taft and nominating Gen. 
Eisenhower, is ‘determined to 
force the issue. He feels he ‘has a 
right to know, and few there are 
who would dispute it. 


‘Juniors’ 

New York, because of its huge 
total of electoral votes (45), is a 
key state. Tom Dewey has held 
it for 12 years. 

This year the Democrats hope 
to take it away. The New York 
Democratic organization has vi- 
tality for the first time in years. 
Tammany Hall is headed by a 
hard-working, politically able 
American of Italian descent, Car- 
mine G. Desapio. He is the na- 
tional committeeman, taking the 
place of the late Ed Flynn, whose 
long illness caused the organiza- 
tion to disintegrate. 

It was Desapio who is credited 
- with doing the organization work 
which swept Robert F. Wagner 
‘nto the mayor's office. 

It was to Desapio that Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt went before an- 
nouncing his candidacy for the 
governorship. 

There are two “‘juniors’’ coming | 
along with the positive asset of 
fathers whose names still carry 
strong political appeal. 
Wagner is the son of the late 
U.S. Senator Wagner. His ambi- 
tion is said to be to foilow his 
father to that office. The gover- 
norship of New York usually is 
the steppingstone to the Senate. 
There was some serious specula- 
tion about jealous rivalry between 
the two “‘juniors.”” A couple of 
queries to men in New York who 
should know say there isn't. Wag- 
ner is too new in the mayor’s of- 
fice to be running for governor. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt has served 
an apprenticeship in Congress. 
Since both he and Wagner have 
similar ambitions there almost 
certainly is some basis for the 
belief the two are aware of the 
fact the two careers could collide.

WASHINGTON, June 30—Sec- 
retary of State Dulles declared to- 
night that tke overthrow of the 
Communist - directed Gautemalan 
government had removed “‘at least 
one grave danger’”’ to the people 
of the American hemisphere. 

In a 15-minute radio and tele- 
vision report, Dulles reminded 
the nation that “‘communism is 
still a menace everywhere” and 
the need for vigilance continues. 

But he added that the defeat 
of the Communist threat by loyal 
citizens unafraid in the face of 
terrorism and violence had set 
an example ‘‘which promises 
increased security for the fu- 
ture.”’ 

To the Guatemalan people, 
Dulles offered more than con- 
gratulations for a job well done. 
The United States, he said, was 
pledged ‘‘not merely to political 
opposition to communism, but to 
help to alleviate conditions in 
Guatemala and elsewhere which 
might afford communism an op- 
portunity to spread its tentacles 
throughout the hemisphere.”’ 

“‘Thus,”’ he declared, “‘we shall 
seek in positive ways to make our 
Americas an example which will 
inspire men everywhere.”’ 

Dulles laid down an.indictment 
of Soviet connections and influ- 
ences that has rarely been 
matched in its harshness in offi- 
cial statements. He charged that 
the Red-dominated Guatemalan 
regime not only moved toward 
Soviet Communist objectives but 
employed Communist tactics of 
suppresion of civil liberties. And

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GOP Sidestepped 
George Tax Plan 


The Eisenhower administration yester- 
day won a clearcut victory in defeating 
Democratic proposals for general income 
tax reductions through increasing exemp- 
tions. In a neat bit of political maneuver- 
ing, the amendment offered by Sen. 
George to offer more tax relief to the 
average citizen was sidestepped and then 
defeated. 

The GOP first offered a substitute 
amendment that was quickly voted down 
by the Democrats with the help of Repub- 
licans. Four Democrats then joined with 
45 Republicans to apply the coup de grace 
to the George plan. 

The effect of the GOP effort will be to 
take some of the sting out of Democratic 
charges that the administration tax re- 
vision bill is a “trickle down” measure. 


Defeat of the GOP substitute by the 
Democrats left the way open for the 
former to vote down the George bill. The 
voting was strictly along party lines, 
with enough defections on either side to 
provide majorities. 

Although the administration tax meas- 
ure still -will be an issue in the fall elec- 
tions, the GOP maneuver has destroyed 
some of its effectiveness. Any general in- 
come tax reductions, it appears now, will 
have to await the next session of Con- 
gress. 

. * . 

In the meantime, the GOP is giving 
the Democrats additional issues upon 
which to campaign in the coming fall. As 
ordered by the President, the Atomic 
Energy Commission is negotiating “a 25- 
year contract with a private utility con- 
cern to supply power to TVA that will, in 
. turn, be purchased by atomic plants. 

The deal calls for building of a $107,- 
250,000 steam plant that will provide 
power at a cost of $3,685,000 a year more 
than a similar plant built by TVA could 
provide it. In 25 years this will cost the 
taxpayers $92,125,000. 

The TVA will transmit the power over 
its lines and the AEC will bear the tax 
burdens involved. 


This windfall to a private utility while 
the administration campaigns against 
parity guarantees to farmers brings into 
focus once again the argument that agri- 
culture cannot hold any equitable posi- 
tion in the over-all economy without 
guarantees and subsidies such as those 
provided for industry and labor. Sub- 
sidies are no less real whether disguised 
as tariffs, wage guarantees or outright 
giveaways. Favors for one group lead 
inevitably to favors for another.

Cooperation Can Mean 
Better Service for All 


Cooperation is the key to success, par- 
ticularly in a metropolitan area. 


Right now representatives of Atlanta, 
East Point and College Park are discuss- 
ing the possibility of a new sewage dis- 
posal plant to serve the needs of the 
southwest part of the county. 


If the sewage is to be disposed of, 
and certainly it should be, it can be done 
by one large plant jointly financed by the 
governments involved, or else by a series 
of small, independent plants. 


Advocates of the cooperative venture 
argue that it would be more efficient and 
that operating costs would be lower. 

Independence is a fine thing if a per- 
son or political unit can afford it. In a 
case like this, where the economic ad- 
vantages of interdependence seem ob- 
vious, there can be little room for argu- 
ment. 

This joint discussion, this attempt to 
solve the mutual problem of several gov- 
ernments to the advantage of all con- 
cerned is another in a series of examples 
of the kind of cooperative spirit that has 


brought the Atlanta metropolitan area to 
the fore. 


The World Is Confused 
By U.S. Contradictions 


The confusion abroad about US. 
policy found its most disastrous expres- 
sion in the Geneva conference, but unless 
it is lessened there are likely to be even 
worse expressions of the same. 


It is generally conceded that this con- 
fusion among our allies reflects confusion 
e within our own government, the result of 
division within the administration and 
within the GOP itself. Comment in for- 
eign newspapers points out the many in- 
consistencies that keep our allies wonder- 
ing in which direction we'll jump next. 


Asking the question “What is US. 
policy?” the Manchester Guardian reflects 
this confusion: 

“Is it to find means of getting along 
with the Communists in Asia, as Presi- 
dent Eisenhower says, or to reject all ne- 
gotiations as worthless, as Senator Khow-

land insists? Is it t> send troops to Indo- 
china (Mr. Nixon on April 16) or to keep 
out of Indochina (Mr. Nixon on April 20)? 
Is it to help small nations with all possible 
speed (Mr. Lodge on Siam’s —"s to the 
United Nations) or to let t stew in 
their own juice (Mr. Lodge on Guate- 
mala’s appeal to the United Nations)? 

“It is true that more public discus- 
sion precedes the forming of policy in the 
United States than in other countries; and 
that is healthy. But now we have a dis- 
cussion without the policy.” 


The Reds Have Retired 
But Will Pop Up Again 


The shooting is over in Guatemala and 
the Reds are in hiding or in flight from 
the country. The rebellion against the 
Communist - dominated government of 
President Jacobo Arbenz Guzman has 
been successful and Arbenz himself is in 
exile. 

The short war ended when. the, army 
deserted Arbenz and began negotiating 
with rebel leader Carlos Castillo Armas. 
The cease-fire agreement was arranged by 
representatives of the Organization of 
American States, the Pan-American group 
whose aim is hemispheric solidarity. 


The Castillo rebellion knocked into a 
cocked hat the Communists’ first attempt 
to establish a base in the Western Hem- 
isphere. Their method was the time-hon- 
ored one of first infiltrating and then con- 
trolling an unwary government. 


It was a case of meeting fire with 
fire. While the anti-Communist fire- 
fighters provoked the resentment of many 
Latin-American and European intellec- 
tuals, and while the old battle cry of 
Yankee imperialism has again been raised 
against the United States, popularity is a 
poor weapon in a fight for survival. 


To be forewarned is to be forearmed. 
The Organization of American States 
is committed to an anti-Communist pro- 
gram. Future threats to the hemisphere 
should be countered by diplomatic means 
before it becomes necessary to call out the 
soldiers.

This is beyond 
the realm of practicality in the 
present political atmosphere in 
Washington; though, as time goes 
on, it may turn out that this swan- 
song of the Churchill farewell tour 
may appear more and more sensi- 
ble to our people. 

On the other side, the President 
is finding unity on foreign policy 
here at home more and more en- 
dangered by the bitter partisan at- 
tacks from within his party against 
the Democrats who, up to now, 
have cooperated splendidly and, in 
fact, have come to the President's 
rescue on vital issues.

Sam Rayburn of Texas, 
Democratic leader and speaker of 
the House before and during the

by some Republicans. 


The former speaker delivered 
his warning while he was doing a 
job for the President. He was 
throwing his support behind the 
administra‘tion’s $3,470,000,- 
000 foreign-aid bill, which was 
threatened by attempts to reduce 
it—just as, previously, he had led 
the Democrats in support of ex- 
tension of the reciprocal-trade pro- 
gram and the military - defense 
bill. 

Whether President Eisenhower 
will seek to curb the sniping df 
Republican partisans at previous 
Democratic conduct of foreign af- 
fairs—in which, as a matter ‘of 
fact, Gen. Eisenhower himself was 


a participant—remains to be seen, — 


The President did speak out sev- 
eral weeks ago, you may remem- 
ber, to deplore Sen. McCarthy’s 
“twenty years of treason’’ diatribe 
at the Democrats—which the Wis- 
consin senator later changed to 
“twenty-one years’’ to include the 
first year of this administration. 

The “blame-Acheson, blame-the- 
Democrats for China, Korea and 
Indochina”’ tack reflects the des- 
peration within the Republican 
high command as they face the 
November test by ballot. They 
won't be easily induced to depart 
from it by any argument that it 
is disrupting unity on foreign 
policy. 

This is likely to complicate the 
President’s problem in trying. to 
develop a sound and sensible 
foreign policy on which we can 
get agreement with the Britigh and 
our other allies, |

to oppose other citizens, who have 
undertaken to make Guatemala an 
outpost for an international move- 
ment, directed from Moscow. 

This then is civil war with a 
twist in it. It is a war over the 
same issue, which provoked civil 
strife in China, Korea and Indo- 
china. We shouldn’t be deluded into 
thinking it is anything else. 

The battles of Zacapa and Es- 
quelulas are more like Lexington 
and Bunker Hill than they are like 
Gettysburg or Bull Run, as rebel 
patriots in Guatemala fight to 
throw off the yoke of a foreign 
power. These patriots are making 
the supreme sacrifice for the cause 
of freedom in all the Americas.

2. The principle of self-govern- 
ment is upheld and ‘‘colonialism”’ 
in its worst sense is repudiated, 
because Britain and America will 
strive only ‘‘by every peaceful 
means to secure the independence 
of all countries. whose peoples 
desire and are capable of sus- 
taining an independent existence.” 
3. America and Britain con- 
tinue their support of the United 
Nations and of existing interna- 
tional organizations for common 
protection and security, and they 
“urge the establishment and 
maintenance of such associations 
of nations as will best, in their 
respective regions, preserve the 
peace and independence of the 


r 


peoples living there.”” This gives 
renewed endorsement to the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization and 
the Organization of American 
States. It also pronounces a bless- 
ing on associations like the South- 
east Asia Treaty Organization 
that may be created in the fu- 
ture. 


4. America and Britain, will, 
“with our friends,” develop and 


maintain the spiritual, economic 
and military strength necessary 
to pursue the peaceful purposes 
and attain the objectives enumer- 
ated in the new charter. Also 
every means will be sought to 
promote ‘‘the fuller and freer in- 
terchange among us (that_ is, 
among our allies) of goods and 
services which will benefit all 
participants.”’

FROM ELIGIBILITY ERROR 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., June 30 (P—Navy midshipman Wil- 
liam Kennington of Jackson, Miss., was absolved of re- 
sponsibility today in the error of eligibility which may cost 
Navy's crack crew seven trophies won this season. 

“I do not hold midshipmen responsible for determining 
or deciding whether they are or are not: eligible,” Vice 
Admiral C. Turner Joy, academy superintendent said. 

Admiral Joy announced last night that a study by the 
academy uncovered the ineligibility of Kennington who 
served as coxswain for the Middies’ unbeaten crew. Ken- 
nington was found to be ineligible because of his previous 
graduation from Vanderbilt University in 1951. 

Joy immediately inforrhed the Eastern College athletic 
conference and offered to return the trophies. 

The .disclosure shocked the naval community here, for 
years proud of tis crew rating as the best in the world. 

Joy, who was in conference late today, also indicated he 
planned to take no further action in the case which he said 
stemmed from an ‘“‘administrative failure.’

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Castine Schley 
Malady of 
Delinquency 


WASHINGTON, D.C.—The more I see of the problems of juve- 
nile delinquency the more baffled I am. It seems to be like the 
common cold—one of those maladies which falls on the rich 
and poor, the just and the unjust alike. And the doctors know 
not from whence it comes or why. 


Of course, like the cold, the treatment of juvenile delinquency 
fs something anybody and everybody is an authority on. You 
don’t have to go to the doctor to know what to do about your 
cold. “The men next to you on the bus, the waitress who serves 
your lunch, the laundryman and the gasman and practically 
every other voice you hear on the radio can offer you a remedy. 
So it is with juvenile delinquency. 

Everybody has a remedy. Everybody, that is, except the 
people best acquainted with the disease, the people who have 
devoted all their time and attention and scientific skills to con- 
quering it. These, like the Emory scientists who have been work- 
ing in a basement laboratory at Grady Hospital for many years 
to isolate the common cold virus, are very humble people. Their 
concern is tremendous, the amount of information they have 
gathered is impressive. But the remedy? They are still seek- 
ing it. 


There is a touching eagerness to learn among the 550 people 
who are here attending the Secretary’s Conference on Juvenile 
Delinquency. They come from many walks of life. There are 
many social workers and heads of institutions and organizations 
working with young people, of course, but there are also doc- 
tors and teachers and ministers, YMCA workers and American 
Legionnaires, charchwomen and PTA leaders, statisticians and 
criminologists and a few newspaper and magazine writers. 


They go with briefcases and notebooks and pencils and spend 
hours around the table in small conference rooms, pooling the 
information they have individually acquired, giving from their 
own experience and observation and asking, always asking, ‘‘What 
can we do back home?” 

That’s in contrast to the quick-and-easy-remedy boys and 
girls, of course. I was shocked to find an editorial writer on one 
of the Washington papers advocating publishing the names of 
youthful offenders and makjng juvenile court proceedings public 
as a cure-all. That seems to me both drastic and damaging to 
the very children who need help. 

Then there are those who want to get tough with children, 
get tough with parents, get tough with anybody to ease their own 
pain and confusion. But I guess it’s not that simple. At least 
the ones who have worked the closest to the problem say it isn't. 
One speaker the other day even took the poor maligned parent 
off the hook, along with everybody’s whipping boy—ye old bro- 
ken home. 


Both parents and broken homes can only be blamed some 
of the time for some of the trouble,.he said. The community 
is partly to blame—the neighbors, the church, the school, the 
whole society In which we are rearing children and our attitudes 
toward life and toward what is important.

SLEEPS SOUNDLY 

Trade reports say the president of Alcoa is sleeping soundly 
at night now for the first time since 1950 when the government 
encouraged the firm to expand its aluminum producing facilities 
by about $360,000,000. , 

In 1952 Alcoa borrowed $125,000,000. With this new loan now 
they figure that will hold them for a while. 

About the only way a company can make a loan like that is 
to float serial debentures: bonds that mature over a period of 
from one t@ 10 years. 

Alcoa’s debentures were offered for public sale June 9 and 
Wall Street was skeptical. The sale moved right along but not 
too fast. However, at the end of the day all of the bonds had 
been sold and Alcoa had its new money. The Wall Streeters de- 
cided the issue was perfect. 

MORE IN MARKET 

There will be a lot more firms going into the money market 
In the next couple of months but very few will be dealing in 
astronomical figures like- these three. 

The government is keeping interest rates down and free 
money in the market by lowering federal reserve requirements 
for member banks. Just last week they announced this reserve 
decrease ta free some eight to nine billions of dollars in credit 
channels. 

This is calculated to keep the credit market pretty much 
like it is since the government will be putting out about that 
mueh in its own bonds during the next six months when the 
tax take is pretty lean. This way the government will not be 
running interest rates up by competing for the available invest- 
ment money.
